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Fear of Faces 


Audiences seldom realize how hard 
it is for conscientious ministers and 
teachers to address them. Of course, if 


‘a man is filled with pride in his plat- 


form manner and oratorical ability, he 
will have little trouble—and little real 
result. But those who feel keenly their 
responsibility as ambassadors for Christ 
often have to overcome fear as they 
take the platform. The Devil uses it to 
cripple us; God can use it to take down 
our self-confidence and make us trust 
fully in Him. This strange kind of fear 
attacks ministers, missionaries, Bible 
teachers, and Sunday school teachers; 
and those of us who fall into one of 
these categories: should remember that 
“there hath no temptation taken you 
but such as is common to man...” (1 
Cor. 10:13). A factor that contributes 
greatly toward this fear is the expres- 
sive faces of the people. As a speaker 
looks out over an audience he is likely 
to see evidence of quite a variety of 
feelings: indifference, boredom, sleep- 
iness, antagonism, resentment, contempt, 
perplexity, mild interest, real interest, 
and enthusiasm. He may see frowns, 
set lips, mouths turned down at the 
corners, wandering eyes, drooping eye- 
lids, and closed eyelids; here and there 
he will see a few bright, smiling faces, 
and nods of assent; and in some audi- 
ences he will sometimes hear “Amen!” 
Of course all preachers and teachers do 
not have just the same experience, for 
some are better than others and can 
hold the attention of more people; but 
human nature is much the same every- 
where and it takes grace and gifts to 
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rouse it from its lethargy. It is a com- 
fort to remember that one of the major 
prophets must have had this kind of 
fear. Jeremiah said, “Ah, Lord God! 
behold, I. cannot speak: for I am a 
child” (1:6). But God said to him, 
“Say not, I am a child: for thou shalt 
go to all that I shall send thee, and 
whatsoever I command thee thou shalt 
speak. Be not afraid of their faces: for 
I am with thee to deliver thee, saith the 
Lord. Then the Lord put forth his 
hand, and touched my mouth. And the 
Lord said unto me, Behold, I have put 
my words in thy mouth” (1:7-9). 
Granted that Jeremiah was called of 
God to do a particular task, yet “what- 
soever things were written aforetime 
were written for our learning, that we 
through patience and comfort of the 
scriptures might have hope” (Rom. 15: 
4). If God has called us to preach and 
teach, He has given us abundant reason 
to count upon Him to do the same kind 
of thing for us that He did for Jeremiah. 
It will go a long way toward dispelling 
our fear if we remember God’s presence 
and help and the need of the people 
before us; and if, instead of concentrat- 
ing on the eyes and faces before us, we 
are, inwardly, “looking unto Jesus the 
author and finisher of our faith . . . For 
consider him that endured such con- 
tradiction of sinners against himself, 
lest ye be wearied and faint in your 
minds” (Heb. 12:2, 3). 
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XV. The Burden of Sympathy

T IS only a half-truth to say that 
“love lightens burdens,” or that “to 
friendship every burden’s light.” 
Unselfish love, which true friendship is, 
bears burdens gladly for the loved 
friend; and if the burden be one of serv- 
ice, it is borne as lightly as it is cheer-

fully. But where the burden is one of 
sympathy with another who is in sorrow 
or weakness or need, it is all the heavier 
for the love that prompts its sharing. 

A loved one’s burden weighs on us far 
more heavily than any burden of our 
own can press. If indeed it were so 
that we could wholly lift the burden 
from the dear one by bearing it our- 
selves, its weight would be lightened 
by the consciousness of the relief thus 
secured to one who is dearer to us than 
self. But when the burden is a burden 
that must still press heavily on the one 
whom we love, our keen sense of its 
weight there is, of course, intensified by 
our love. This thought, in fact, is in- 
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volved in the primal meaning of the 
term “sympathy.” Its literal significa- 
tion is “to suffer with” another; not 
merely to have a correspondence of 
feeling with another, or a quick appre- 
hension of another’s feelings, but to 
suffer with another. And although the 
term “sympathy” is broadened in its 
meaning to include all close correspond- 
ence or sharing of feelings—whether of 
sorrow or of joy—with another, the fact 
remains that there is so much of sorrow 
and trial and bitterness of experience in 
every human heart, that to feel with 
another in true and unselfish love is to 
suffer with another keenly. And this 
it is that makes sympathy so rare and 
so precious. 


If, for instance, a surgical operation 
were a necessity to one who is dearer to 
us than life, and with whom we are in 
completest sympathy, it would be a 
light and easy matter to permit the 
surgeon’s knife to enter our own flesh 
for the relief of the dear one, were that 
a possibility; but to sit helplessly by 
and watch the surgeon’s work on the 
one who is to us as our very heart of 
hearts is to bear a heavier burden than 
that quivering heart itself is called to 
bear. And so in every sphere of. suffer- 
ing. If the burden be wholly our own, 
we have the right, the duty, and the 
privilege, of turning our thoughts away 
from its weight; of calling in our phi- 
losophy to console us under its bearing; 
or of crushing into subjection the feel- 
ings of regret, or of disappointment, or 
of humiliation, that it engenders. But 
if the burden is another’s, which we 
bear and share in loving sympathy, we 
must not try to evade it, or to philos- 
ophize away its weight, or to crush 
out the sense of its bitterness. It must 
be heavier to us than if it were our 
own; because it weighs without relief 
on our other and better self. 


There is a beautiful illustration of this 
truth in the confession of the Apostle 
Paul, when he ventures on what he 
calls his glorying im his weakness. He 
tells of the trials he has endured in his 
life of strangely varied experiences; of 
the toils, the imprisonments, the stripes, 
the stoning, the shipwrecks, the watch- 
ings, the fastings, the shiverings, the 
desertions, and the betrayals, to which 
he has been called. And, as the climax 
of his woes, he adds, as if here was 
something that was beyond all detail 
of description, and which transcended 
his other trials: “Beside those things 
that are without, that which cometh 
upon me daily, the care of all the 
churches. Who is weak, and I am not 
weak? who is offended, and I burn 
not? If I must needs glory, I will glory 
of the things which concern mine in- 
firmities. The God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, which is blessed for 
evermore, knoweth that I lie not” (2 
Cor. 11: 28-31). 

It is, in a sense, his human weakness, 
that causes Paul to suffer thus unceas- 
ingly with and for the objects of his 
tender love; but it is a weakness of 
which he is more ready to boast—if a 
frank confession of it be called boasting

—than of any token of his strength 
which the world would admire. And as 
it was with Paul, so it is with every 
truest man everywhere; his weakness 
shown in his suffering keenly and con- 
stantly with and for those’ whom he 
loves is worthier .of honor than his 
strength over all his personal trial’ yand 
needs. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that 
he whose outgoing love gladdens or com- 
forts saddened hearts finds only relief 
and cheer to himself in the thought of 
his service to others. That very quality 
of his nature which enables a man to 
feel with those who suffer causes him 
to suffer in their behalf; and even when 
he has lightened their burden by its 
sharing, he carries its weight the more 
heavily for having taken a double por- 
tion on his own loving heart. The hearts 
that suffer most in this life are hearts 
that feel the weight of others’ sorrows 
and needs. A dear, good city mission- 
ary, who was hardly less noble and 
tender and loving than the Apostle 
Paul, was speaking to the writer of 
his wakeful, restless nights, after his 
long days of loving ministry to the poor 
and the sorrowing. “Why, I should think 
your good work of the day would make 
your pillow soft and refreshing at 
night!” was the surprised response of his 
then young co-worker. “Oh! but the 
trouble with me is,” said the missionary, 
“I carry a hundred aching hearts to bed 
with me every night; and I can’t sleep, 
for their sorrows!” And that was the 
burden of true sympathy, a burden that 
must be borne by anyone who truly feels 
the sufferings of another—a hundred 
times’ dearer to him than his own suf- 
fering heart. 

There is a necessary burden-bearing 
in friendship. A heavier burden rests 
on him who loves earnestly than on 
him who is unloving. This is a truth 
that we need to have in mind when we 
find that we are bearing heavier bur- 
dens in and through our closest friend- 
ships than in any other sphere. The 
highest value of a friendship is in what 
it enables us to be and to do as a friend, 
not in what it secures to us from a 
friend. And just in proportion as we 
are unselfishly loving and true in our 
friendships must we be more than 
sharers in the sufferings of our dearest 
friends. Not merely in their obvious 
Sorrows and in their manifest needs 
shall we suffer with them, but in the 
unexpressed trials of their innermost 
selves, as recognized by our acuter per- 
ceptions; in their sense of spiritual 
loneliness; and in the ceaseless strug- 
gles of their sensitively felt contradic- 
tions of nature and character. The 
dearer they are to us, and the closer 
our sympathy with them, the heavier 
the burdens we must bear in their be- 
half. 

Nor should we forget the inevitable 
burden-bearing of him who is our sym- 
pathizing friend. Because he sympa- 
thizes with us, he suffers with us; and 
because he unselfishly gives us a fore- 
most place in his thoughts and feelings, 
our sorrows and needs burden him more 
heavily than his own—more heavily, 
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perhaps, than they burden us. Much as 
it grieves us to know that his friendship 
for us is a cause of his being so heavily 
burdened, let us consider that even his 
over-suffering in our behalf is an in- 
evitable result, as it is an indubitable 
proof, of his close and sensitive sym- 
pathy with us as our friend. Even if, 
therefore, we cannot lift from his heart 
the burden of our sufferings, without 
removing from his heart the love that

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Notes on Open Letters 


What Is Offset Printing? 


I like the appearance of the “new” 
Sunday School Times. On page 378 
(May 17) you say it is now printed by 
the “offset” process. Many readers 
will not know what that means. I wish 
you would, in a near-future issue, ex- 
plain the process—A Washington 
(D. C.) reader. 


As the name implies the printed 
image is transferred, or “set off” from 
a plate to a rubber blanket and then 
to the paper. 

The plate is a thin sheet of zinc, 
copper, aluminum, or a combination of 
metals. The image is put on the plate 
from a negative, in much the same 
way as a photographic print. The nega- 
tive is superimposed on the plate which 
is coated with a light-sensitive material 
and exposed under arc lights. A faint 
image now appears on the plate; it is 
then coated with a. special developing 
ink; when this is washed off with plain 
water the developing ink adheres only 
to the image etched on the plate. 

The completed plate is put on the 
press around a cylinder which comes 
in contact with dampener rollers, 
moistened from a trough containing a 
special solution known as the repellent. 
This coats the entire plate before it 
makes contact with the ink rollers. 
When the ink is applied, it adheres 
only to the etched image; the rest of 
the plate is kept free from ink by the 
repellent. The inked image is then 
transferred to the rubber blanket and 
from this to the printing paper. The 
process is based on the fact that “oil 
and water do not mix.” The ink used 
on an offset press is very greasy, and 
only the developed image on the plate 
has an affinity for this. 

Negatives used may be made from 
almost any copy that can be satis- 
factorily photographed. This can be 
typewritten material, drawings, original 
photographs, or good clean proofs of 
type-set material. These are some of 
the advantages of the process: it re- 
duces the cost of engravings or illus- 
trations; it reduces the time and cost 
of “make-ready” on the press; and it 
gives very satisfactory results on paper 
of almost any surface, because the 
rubber blanket containing the image is 
sufficiently soft and resilient to fill in 
the hills and valleys in a rough-surface 


paper.

Jim Elliot's family background 


“Those that be planted in the house of 
the Lord shall flourish in the courts of 
our God” (Psa. 92:13). 


OWARD the middle of the nine- 

teenth century the hardwood bush 

country of Ontario between Lake 
Huron and Lake Erie was still semi- 
frontier. Among the many who were 
attracted there by the promise of good, 
cheap land were the Elliots, from a clan 
of the southern border of Scotland. 
They settled a hundred miles west of 
Toronto, near Molesworth, a tiny coun- 
try village comprising two general 
stores, a schoolhouse, lodge hall, two 
blacksmith shops, end two churches. 
Of these last, the Elliots naturally chose 
the Presbyterian kirk. The choice was 
an auspicious one, for it was here that 
they encountered the MacdAllisters, a 
family from the north of Scotland. 
Sunday after Sunday the eight Elliot 
children associated with the eleven 
MacAllister children. These friendships 
eventually led to four Elliot-MacAllister 
marriages, which in turn produced 
thirty-six double cousins. 


John Elliot’s Stock Farm 


One of the four couples, John and 
Margaret Elliot, owned a small frame 
house on a hill, surrounded by orchards 
and grazing land. John was a hard- 
working stock-trader, respected for his 
Square dealing, eager that his eight chil- 
dren should learn the value of honest 
labor. Opportunity for this was not 
lacking. There was stock to feed in the 
barns during the long winter from Sep- 
tember ‘to May, a large woodhouse to 
keep filled behind the kitchen, crops to 
plant and hoe, reap and store, maple 
sap to collect and boil down, and of 
course cows to milk and chickens to 
feed. Often added to these were house- 
hold chores, for the children’s mother 
was subject to frequent, violent attacks 
of asthma, and these finally necessitated 
the oldest son Fred’s being taken out of 
school to help at home. Denied the re- 
mainder of his formal education, he be- 
came an avid reader, and learned many 
practical skills while helping his father 
with carpentry and the care of ma- 
chinery. 

When he reached teen-age, Fred went 
with his younger brother Will to work 
in the harvest fields of Saskatchewan, 
and from there to British Columbia. 
Fred had been converted at the age of 
thirteen when he was. taught that the 
Lord’s return was imminent; but it was 
in British Columbia, under the teaching 
of Harry Ironside, that he recognized 
that life was worth living only if given 
over completely to God. He decided to 
Surrender his life, and later began 
traveling with Mr. Ironside as he went

preacher’s homestead two miles from 
what is now Roosevelt, Washington. 

In the midst of the vast grassland 
of eastern Washington, Emil created a 
beautiful oasis by irrigation, producing 
in time apples, pears, plums, peaches, 
cherries, apricots, grapes, and strawber- 
ries, as well as vegetables and. flowers. 
There was such an abundance that he 
was able to supply not only his own 
family but also the neighboring dry-land 
farmers, who came in wagons and 
helped themselves to boxes-full of pro- 
duce. 

The acreage that was not planted in 
gardens or grain fields was grazing land 
for sheep—wide, rolling hills stretching 
away as far as the foothills of Mt. 
Adams, over which hung a blue-purple 
haze in the evening. The two Luginbuhl 
children, Jim and Clara, had only an 
hour a day for play. The chores of the 
barn and corrals for Jim, the baking 
of bread, housework, and occasional 
sheepherding for Clara filled the re- 
mainder of the day. 


Harry Ironside and Fred Elliot 


It was to this ranch, with its large 
frame house set among tall poplar trees, 
that Mr. Ironside, the traveling preacher, 
came one day with his young friend, 
Fred Elliot. Clara Luginbuhl was eight- 
een, and very much in love, she thought, 
with her uncle’s foreman at that time. 
But three years later, while she was a 
student in chiropractic college in Port- 
land, Oregon, she attended meetings in 
a little Baptist church where Fred—who 
had been encouraged by Mr. Ironside to 
speak in public—was preaching, taking 
with her each night a different boy- 
friend. Fred noticed the pretty, blue- 
eyed girl on Monday night, and assumed 
her escort was the Elect. On Tuesday, 
however, he brightened to note a differ- 
ent one at her side. Seei a third on 
Wednesday, he decided there was hope 
for him, and asked if he could see her 
home on Thursday. After that they 
saw each other daily. At Easter Fred 
sent her a lily, and a correspondence 
began which lasted two years, at the end 
of which time they were married, fol- 
lowing Clara’s graduation in 1918. 

They made their home in Seattle for 
four years, where Clara practiced chiro- 
practic and Fred worked as an evan- 
gelist in the Puget Sound area. Their 
first child, Robert, was born there in 
1921. The next year they moved to 
Portland, Oregon, to a small house 
which Clara’s father had. purchased 
years before as a summer home. Here 
three more children were born, Herbert 
in 1924, Jim in 1927, and Jane in 1932. 

Clara had her professional office off 
the living room of her home so that she 
could. keep her fingers on the family 
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pulse, for she considered the children 
her first responsibility. The idea of 
hiring babysitters never occurred to 
her. What the family could not do to- 
gether, they simply did not do. The 
Elliot children went to worship meet- 
ings and Sunday school from the time 
they were six weeks old. “I don’t think 
it hurts any child to sit quiet through 
an adult meeting,” Clara declared; “it’s 
good for his nerves.” And as for any 
foolishness about “forcing religion down 
their throats,” the parents had not the 
slightest worry: They wanted the best 
for their children (“except money, which 
can become a curse,” they said) and gave 
it to them—spiritual as well as physical 
care, and all the other good things they 
could offer. If the child failed to ap- 
preciate the need for spiritual guidance, 
he probably failed, too, to see the need 
of physical rest when bedtime came 
around, but the parents guided him just 
the same, to God as well as to bed. 

Fred Elliot read the Scriptures daily 
to his: children, seeking to show them 
the glory of Christ above all else, striv- 
ing always to avoid legalisms or a list 
of “don’ts.” “I prayed with them as 
well as for them,” he says. And each 
of the children at an early age heard 
the call of Jesus and set his face to fol- 
low. 

Jim was only about six when he said 
to his mother one night as they returned 
home from a meeting: “New, mama, 
the Lord. Jesus can come whenever He 
wants. He could take our whole family, 
because I’m saved now, and Janie is 
too young to know about Him yet.” 

He began telling his small friends 


what he believed about salvation, 
“preaching” to them from the lawn 
swing. 


The Elliot home was always wide 
open to friends, including missionaries 
from many parts of the world. The 
impression this made on the four chil- 
dren was deep, teaching them the grace 
of hospitality as well as giving them 
priceless opportunities to know many 
kinds of people. “The children loved 
to have company, even though it meant 
giving up their beds,” said Jim’s mother, 
“and because they met new acquaint- 
ances so often at home they were cheer- 
ful and free@nd uninhibited in public.” 

Obedience and honesty were stressed 
above all else in the discipline of the 
children, while mischief was sometimes 
winked at and sometimes reproved with 
a brief scolding. The parents made an 
issue of nothing unless they intended 
to carry it through, believing that 
empty threats were dishonest and ruin- 
ous to a child’s sense of justice. Fred 
Elliot administered the more _ serious 
punishments, occasionally postponing a 
spanking in order to give it in private. 
When the children reached the age of 
fourteen, they were told that from then 
on they were responsible to the Lord for 
their actions, since they had accepted 
Him as Saviour and Lord of their lives. 
“And don’t ever think you'll get by with 
something because we don’t know about 
it,” their mother told them. “God 
knows, and has His own way of punish- 
ing.”

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They learned to appreciate the out- 
doors, tobogganing on Mt. Hood in win- 
ter, picnicking on the rugged Oregon 
coast in summer or visiting the old 
in Washington, 
where they raced on the grass-covered 
hills, tumbled in the haymow, and were 
occasionally permitted to help care for 
the sheep and feed the new lambs. 
Their parents took them to stock shows, 
taught them to raise fruits, vegetables, 
and animals, and shared in their good 
times. Each child had his own hobbies, 
Jim’s being the building of model sailing 
ships and airplanes, collecting stamps, 
and reading. His love for beauty was 
demonstrated in unexpected ways. His 
mother recalls how one afternoon, com- 
ing home tired from a shopping trip, 
she found a huge bouquet of autumn 
leaves: which Jim had arranged for her 
on the dining-room table. He took a 
keen interest in the home and garden, 
in the color of the breakfast-nook cur- 
tains or the rug in the living room, as 
well as in the holly trees and roses out-

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side. 


In grammar school the teacher 
was so pleased with his early efforts to 
draw that she lined the room with his 
pictures. 

His interest in art was not, however,

More fallacies in the purgatory hoax 


in the Lord from henceforth: 

Yea, saith the Spirit, that they 
may rest from their labours” (Rev. 14: 
13). “Absent from the body .. . present 
with the Lord” (2 Cor. 5:8). In like 
manner, the Church of England, in her 
Funeral Service, says, “Almighty God, 
with whom do live the spirits of them 
that depart hence in the Lord, and with 
whom the souls of the faithful . . . are 
in joy and felicity; We give Thee hearty 
thanks .. .” (“The Book of Common 
Prayer”). 

In the literature of the Roman Church 
there are very many contradictions. 
One writer says one thing, another says 
just.the opposite; and, not infrequently, 
the same writer will contradict himself. 

In a recent issue of The Register (Dec. 
15, 1957), appears an article by Mon- 
signor Matthew Smith, entitled, “Is 
There Fire in Purgatory?” In this ar- 
ticle, the Monsignor quotes “Father 
Tanquerey, notable theologian of our 
own age,” as saying, “Touching the 
grievousness of the pains of purgatory, 
nothing certain is known... .” If 
“nothing certain is known,” why do 
writers of the Roman Church expatiate 
at length on the detailed horrors of 
purgatory? And why does the Mon- 
signor, in the same article, say: “In the 
West, the belief in the existence in real 
fire is common, says Archbishop Hanna. 
The latter quotes St. Augustine, St. 
Gregory the Great, and St. Thomas 
Aquinas as holding for punishment by 
fire . . . St. Bonaventure held that the

greatest pain in purgatory is greater 
than the greatest pain in this life, and 
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St. Robert Bellarmine accepted the 
same opinion”? 

If “nothing certain is known,” why 
does this same Bellarmine write as 
though he knew everything concerning 
purgatory, and give his vivid descrip- 
tion of “its burning heat” and “its no 
less intolerable cold,” and souls tossed 
“as by the fury of a tempest,” and 
miserable wretches throwing themselves 


from the “torment»of cold ... into the 
raging flames’? 
Father Tanquerey, quoted in The 


Register (Dec. 15, 1957), speaks of an- 
other uncertainty in connection with 
purgatory, when he says, “Also, nothing 
is certain regarding the duration of the 
punishment .. .” 

If nothing is certain regarding the 
duration in purgatory, why does the 
writer of :the article in The Register 
affirm that “St. Cyprian . .. declared 
that some souls after death are cleansed 
from their sins by lengthy suffering 
and are purged for a long time in fire”? 
The writer also asserts, “It is certain, 
however, that some souls can be kept 
in purgatory for a long time.” 

In our previous statement we have 
dealt with the “Thirty Masses for Thirty 
Dollars.” The announcement assured 
that “every soul in purgatory for whom 
thirty masses are offered . . . will be im- 
mediately delivered whatever his debt,” 
that is, delivered as soon as the offering 
has béen paid for. 

In the same issue of The Register 
appears the advertisement, which reads, 
in caps, “ARRANGE NOW FOR GRE- 
GORIAN MASSES AFTER DEATH, 
ASK ABOUT OUR SUSPENSE CARD” 
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(p. 3). This occurs in the advertisement 
with heavy caption entitled: 

“One week more! Last minute 
“shopping” is the order of the day. 
You may wish to send a friend or a 
loved one our special and lovely 
Christmas gift card, telling them that 
you have arranged for mass to be 
offered for them at Christmas. Be 
good to God and He will be good 
to you. Your membership offerings 
are stringless gifts to God for the 
Missions. Living and deceased en- 
rolled ($1 yearly, $20 perpetually for 
individuals; $5 yearly and $100 per- 
petually for families). Members share 
in 15,000 Masses yearly .. .” 

We find the Roman Church traffick- 
ing in a great uncertainty. She con- 
fesses that she does not know what 
particular souls are in purgatory, and 
which ones are not; and yet she ad- 
vertises masses, and promises, by her 
priests, to say masses, takes moriey to 
say masses, and all this for souls con- 
cerning whom the Roman Church con- 
fesses she does not know whether they 
are in purgatory or out of it. If any 
worldly enterprise were to try to trans- 
act business on these lines, the Law 
would soon step in and take over. 

Priests, according to the special decree 
of Pope Pius X., are entitled to receive 
“mass stipends”; and if, for example, 
someone has paid $10,000 or .only $30 
for as many masses to be said for the 
repose of the soul of a John Thomas 
Franciscus, not knowing the teaching of 
the Roman Church that this particular 
soul may not be in purgatory, the 
masses, it will be supposed, will be said 
to get him out; and, since no one knows 
whether a soul is in or out, the priests 
are entitled to take the money just as 
long as people are willing to pay. Be- 
cause it is not known when any par- 
ticular soul has had enough masses 
said, it is taken for granted that the 
best thing to do is to kéep on saying 
Masses on the chance that the soul, if 
not out, is in; and, if in, then the loved 
ones will still have their hearts torn 
over the dreadful possibility of their 
departed being tossed tg and fro be- 
tween iceberg cold and flaming fires. 

Our sympathy should go out to mem- 
bers of the Roman Church who have 
been cruelly deceived because the sup- 
posed benefit of masses they have paid 
to be said may not have been applied 
to their loved one at all. After taking 
money, money, money for masses, the 
Roman Church coolly tells the one who 
has trusted his church: “Yes, you have 
paid for masses, but we do not know 
whether your loved one is in purga- 
tory or not. If not, then the benefit 
will be applied to someone else. Of 
course, we do not know to whom the 
benefit will be applied because we do 
not know who is in purgatory and who 
is not.” 

For what we have been saying on 
this matter, here is the proof. Bearing 
the official imprimatur of the Roman 
Church are three volumes entitled “Ra- 
dio Replies,” by the Rev. Dr. Leslie 
Rumble, M.S.C., and the Rev. Charles 
Mortimer Carty, with a preface by 
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“His Excellency John Gregory Murray, 
D.D., Archbishop of St. Paul.” In vol- 
ume two, the case is made unmistake- 
ably clear. The question is asked: “Who 
is the judge to say what souls are in 
purgatory?” Here is the answer: 

“God alone. The Catholic Church 
does not claim to be able to say what 
particular souls are in purgatory, and 
which ones are not, save in the case of 
the canonized saints. Those she knows 
to be in Heaven. It may happen, of 
course, that people will pray for one 
who is no longer in purgatory but has 
been released and admitted to Heaven. 
But Catholics don’t mind the extra 
prayers. It is better to say more than 
are necessary than deny to our departed 
loved ones the help we can give them. 
And, as no prayers are wasted, if we 
offer them for souls who are not in 
purgatory, they will benefit others who 
are there .. .” (see Ques. 859, p. 208). 

To Question 858, “How do you know 
when any particular soul goes to pur- 
gatory?”, the answer is, “Whether he 
goes there we cannot say for certain.” 


In the War of Ideas

66 HE results have been wonder- 
ful. A sleeping giant has been 


’ aroused. Work is increasing in the litera- 


ture field in every department. Transla- 
tion is increasing rapidly, printing is 
increasing, distribution is growing effec- 
tive. Our own mission has benefited 
marvelously in just one year, and we 
expect a constant increase in the years 
ahead. It is probable that we will get 
out more liferature in three years than 
the mission had printed in the earlier 
seventy-two years of its work here. 
In varying degrees, I believe the picture 
is uniform throughout the Congo. We 
have had a great boost.” 

These words of Willys K. Braun, vet- 
eran missionary of the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance, and secretary of 
the Kikongo Literature Fellowship, 
doubtless characterizes most of the 
twenty-two evangelical literature fel- 
lowships that are now functioning 
across the world. Active groups are 
found in the Philippines, Indonesia, 
Japan, India, the Near East, and in 
several-countries of Africa, Europe, and 
Latin America. They are all independ- 
ent and autonomous. Their primary 
objective is to produce and distribute 
more and better literature in respective 
language areas. , 

E.L.O., (Evangelical Literature Over- 
seas, 1825 College Ave., Wheaton, Il.) 
has sparked and assisted most of these 
literature fellowships. E.L.O. is the 
recognized literature arm of _ the 
E.F.M.A. (Evangelical Foreign Missions 
Association) with forty-nine member 
missions having approximately 4,000 
missionaries, and also the LF.M.A. (In- 
terdenominational Foreign Mission As- 
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Reader, what do you think of this? 
Is this not a cold, unethical transaction, 
based on the groundless assumption 
that certain souls are in purgatory? 
Read the cool statement in the above 
quotation, “It may happen, of course .. .” 
and consider if this is not a heartless 
taking advantage of the tender sym- 
pathies of men and women who have 
been led to believe that those they 
loved best on earth are suffering hor- 
rors in a place called purgatory, and 
that their money will pay for masses 
that are supposed to bring relief to their 
loved ones. 

Bishop Burnet, of the Church of Eng- 
land, gave the following excellent quo- 
tation: “Upon the whole then it is evi- 
dent, that the doctrine of purgatory is 
of heathen original; that the fire of it is, 
like the thunder of the Vatican, a harm- 
less thing, which no wise man would 
be afraid of, were it not too often at- 
tended with church thunderbolts, per- 
secutions, and massacres; and that it 
only serves to cheat the simple and

sociation) with thirty-seven member 
missions having approximately 7,000 
missionaries. : 

E.L.O. has a world-wide ministry and 
is committed to assisting these respon- 
sible mission boards with counsel, fi- 
nance, and personnel in their literature 
program, as the Lord makes it possible. 

The purpose of the corporation as 
stated in its certificate of incorporation 
is: 

To promote and encourage writing, 
production, printing, and distribution 
of evangelical Christian literature 
around the world, and primarily for 
use in foreign countries and in foreign 
languages; to co-ordinate the efforts of 
publishers and missionary boards and 
societies in this endeavor; to provide 
a library of available manuscripts on 
pertinent subjects, and to provide 
funds for such purposes and to assist 
in all ways possible the writing, trans- 
lation, publishing, and distribution of 
such literature. . 

Most mission boards are now recog- 
nizing, in the evangelical page, key 
strategy for combating the rapid ad- 
vance of the cults and Communism. 
It is a battle for the minds of men. 
The message of life in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, printed attractively, constitutes 
sure-fire ammunition. It becomes a 
most effective means of not only reach- 
ing the unreached for Christ, but estab- 
lishing them in the faith and leading 
them out into a soul-winning ministry. 
One book can change the course of a 
life. 

The new Russian dictionary describes 
the Word of God as follows: 

The Bible is a collection of fantastic 
legends without any scientific sup- 
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port. It is full of dark hints, histori- 
cal mistakes, and contradictions. It 
serves as a factor for gaining power 
and subjugating the nations. 
This is only one facet of Communist 
ideology that is being spread over the 
world, largely by means of the printed 
page, at an annual cost in excess of 
three billion dollars. 


It is reported that the Religious Af- 
fairs Bureau of the People’s Govern- 
ment in China has made announcement 
that the Old Testament is of no value 
and can be discarded. New China has 
an intense thirst for reading. Half of 
the currently available books are trans- 
lations from Russian. Many of the 
magazines are Chinese editions of So- 
viet periodicals. New bookshops are 
to be found everywhere. Chinese in- 
tellectual life is being drowned under 
a.tidal wave of Russian Marxism. How 
long before other countries of the world 
’ will be flooded with Communist seduc- 
tive and soul-destroying literature? 

LEAL (Literatura Evangélica para 
América Latina), representative of most 
of these literature fellowships, has a 
membership of sixty-three organiza- 
tions, including mission societies, pub- 
lishing houses, bookstores, church as- 
sociations, literature organizations, and 
radio stations. In addition to these 
active members, which is the voting 
constituency, there are 171 individual 
or associate members. Vergil Gerber, 
co-ordinator, gives full time to the ad- 
ministrative responsibilities of LEAL. 
He has been released by his mission 
board, Conservative Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society, to give his time in the 
interest of literature all across the 
Spanish-speaking area of Latin America. 

These literature fellowships are not 
publishing houses, or distributing agen- 
cies, or fund-raising organizations. 
Their primary objective is to serve 
their members, but always expecting 
to see more and better literature pro- 
duced and distributed. This calls for 
full information on current and antici- 
pated publications, writing and sales 
contests, and training of literature per- 
sonnel. 

During 1957, LEAL conducted six lit- 
erature workshops in six countries of 
Central America, having a total attend- 
ance of 446, most of them nationals. 
These short-term workshops usually 
last five days and have as teachers those 
who are recognized authorities in their 
respective fields. Among other courses 
taught in the workshops of last year 
were: Basic Principles of Writing; How 
To Write Articles for Christian Maga- 
zines; Translation Problems; Prepara- 
tion of Manuscripts; How To Get the 
Most Out of Your Camera; How To 
Produce Inexpensive Materials; Art of 
Selling. , 

The most recent E.L.O. sponsored proj- 
ect is the observance of World Mission- 
ary Literature Sunday, scheduled for 
October 12, 1958. Hereafter, the second 
Sunday of each October will be ob- 
served as Literature Sunday. This ties 
in with the Protestant Press Month 
sponsored by the Evangelical Press As- 
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sociation (publishing more than one 
hundred evangelical periodicals) . 

A special poster, brochure, church 
calendar, and offering envelope have 
been prepared for use in churches of 
North America. However, evangelical 
mission boards are urging their constit- 
uency both at home and overseas to 
give special attention to literature, its 
need and effectiveness, on Literature 
Sunday. E.L.O. encourages every mis- 
sion board to promote its own literature 
program that day. 

Many evangelical magazines will be 
carrying feature articles on literature 
in their October issues. Floodtide, pub- 
lication of the Christian Literature 
Crusade, will have a very special issue 
in September. Bonnie Hanson, editor, 
writes: 


“We will be covering the various 
phases of the literature ministry, such 
as bookstores, bookmobiles, presses, 
colportage, correspondence courses, 
and the like. There will be articles 
on mass distribution, popular-type 
Christian magazines, and the place of 
nationals in this literature picture. 
These and other articles will be writ- 
ten by such authorities as Dr. Edwin 
E. Jacques, foreign secretary, Con- 
servative Baptist Foreign Mission So- 
ciety, the Rev. W. Harold Fuller, edi- 
tor, African Challenge, the Rev. Ken- 
neth N. Taylor, director, Moody Press, 
Dr. James DeForest Murch, editor, 
Christianity Today, and several others 
ministering in the field of literature. 
It will be profusely illustrated with 
pictures, graphs, and drawings.” 


Harold Fuller writes: 

The October issue of African Chal- 
lenge will present a _ well-rounded 
picture of the place of literature in 
Africa. It will be wholly given over 
to this important aspect of the mis- 
sionary' enterprise. Our special fea- 


ture will be the testimonies of several 
Africans whose lives have been com- 
pletely changed by the printed page.” 
An increasing number of missionar- 
ies are seeing, in literature, key strategy 


- 


Translation Committee at Work in India 
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for our day. Several mission boards 
now have from 5 per cent to 10 per cent 
of their staffs giving full time to the 
literature ministry. The last survey of 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship re. 
vealed an immediate need for almost 
three hundred literature missionaries, 
However, by and large, the home con- 
stituency has not seen in literature the 
same large opportunity that is recog- 
nized by most mission boards. It is 
hoped that Literature Sunday may be 
a basic means of education, using the 
slogan, “The Church on the Offensive ' 
in the War of Ideas.” 

A further means of education on the 
literature ministry is a new film, orig- 
inally done by the CBFMS, but adapted 
by E.L.O., “Meet Mr. Page, Missionary 
to Hungry Minds,” is a_ thirty-three- 
minute film strip, with the narration 
on long-play record. A missionary chair- - 
man introduces Missionary Page (a car- 
toon character), who, in turn, very 
cleverly shows by actual scenes the 
functional aspect and the geographical 
spread of literature. Result: the mis- 
sionary committee makes recommenda- 
tion to the church that Missionary Page 
be added to their roster of supported 
missionaries. This film may be pur- 
chased, or used on a free-will offering 
rental basis. 

“We expect that our 1,123 churches 
will observe Literature Sunday,” writes 
Henry Wagoner, staff secretary of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance. “We 
are hoping the need for new printing 
equipment will be supplied for our 
Temuco, Chili, plant, which supplies 
literature for much of Latin America.” 

“We are urging the 1,700 churches 
that support our work to do something 
about Literature Sunday,” says Dr. Vin- 
cent Brushwyler, director, Conservative 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society. “We 
are expecting it to be a definite lift to 
the literature program in all our twelve 
foreign fields.”

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


ANY Jews in our Lord’s day were 
M content to follow the leadership 

of the Pharisees and Sadducees. 
With them religion was conformity with 
external rites and ordinances. They 
knew little and cared less about the 
Messianic hopes of Israel. 

But a remnant of faith persisted. In- 
formed, devout Hebrews, steeped in the 
teachings of the Old Testament, looked 
forward with eager anticipation to the 
coming of their Messiah, the anointed 
Son of David, the Deliverer of Israel. 
They understood how and where He 
would be born and they longed for the 
day of His appearing. 

Simeon, consecrated servant of God, 
was part of this remnant. He believed 
the words of the prophets, knew that 
Messiah would be born in Bethlehem of 
the lineage of David, and earnestly 
hoped that God would spare him to be- 
hold the salvation of the Lord. “Sim- 
eon” means “hearing”; obviously God 
heard his prayers and granted his peti- 
tion. 

But the Almighty did more than 
answer Simeon’s prayers. The Holy 
Spirit assured him in advance that he 
would. indeed see the Messiah with his 
own eyes. But He enabled him, too, to 
recognize the Lord Jesus as the one to 
come and to identify Him as the mighty 
deliverer. Moreover He granted to Sim- 
eon prophetic insight into the nature 
of Messiah’s mission, and ability to pro- 
claim his prophecy in words of melodic 
power and beauty. Simeon’s “hymn” 


‘is a revelation from God; but it is also 


an inspired and inspiring ode of rare 
dignity and charm. 


Verse by Verse 

Luke 2:25.—“. . . a man in Jerusalem, 
whose name was Simeon .. . just and 
devout, waiting . . . the Holy Ghost was 
upon him.” “Just” refers to his char-

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acter; “devout” to his religious scrupu- 
losity (cf. Acts 2:5). His expectation 
of, and longing for the Messiah were 
intense. The coming of the predicted 
Saviour would indeed bring “consola- 
tion.” 

Verse 26.—“. . . revealed unto him by 
the Holy Ghost . . . not see death, before 
he had seen the Lord’s Christ.” The 
Holy Spirit, probably in response to 
Simeon’s prayer and ardent longing, en- 
dued him with unusual prophetic in- 
sight: he would behold the Messiah, the 
anointed of Jehovah. 


Verse 27.—“. . . he came by the Spirit 
into the temple .. . the parents brought 
in the child Jesus .. . after the custom of 
the law.” The Holy Spirit arranged 
that the aged Simeon and infant Jesus 
should meet. ‘The first-born of Israel 
belonged to God (Exod. 13:2); had to 
be redeemed by a sacrificial offering 
(Num. 18:15; Lev. 12:8); was presented 
in the Temple that the priest might per- 
form the rite. 

Verse 28.—“Then took he him up in 
his arms, and blessed God . . .” Simeon, 
probably standing beside the priest, re- 
ceived the child and uttered words of 
blessing. He “eulogized” (Greek) God 
for His faithfulness to His promises. 


Verse 29.—“Lord, now lettest thou 
thy servant depart in peace...” Here 
begins the Nunc Dimittis, the fourth 
nativity hymn. Simeon applies the 
word “Despot” (Lord, or absolute ruler) 
to God; he is himself a “bondservant,” 
now released from the thralldom of ex- 
pectation by the actual presence of the 
promised Messiah. 

Verse 30.—“Mine eyes have seen thy 
salvation.” A wonderfully touching 
scene; doubtless tears of joy streamed 
down the old man’s face. Christ not 
only brings salvation; He is salvation 
(cf. Psa. 27:1; Luke 3:6). Simeon be- 
held in the person of the babe the de- 
liverance Christ would achieve. 


Verse 31.—“Which thou hast prepared 
before the face of all people.” To “pre- 





pare” (etoimazein) implies prior plan- 
ning. The advent of Christ was pre- 
arranged. “Of all peoples” (Greek) 
implies the universality of salvation, 
which will be explained in verse 32. 


Verse 32.—“. . . to lighten the Gentiles 

. the glory of thy people Israel.” The 
two major divisions of humanity bene- 
fit by the Lord’s coming. Gentiles “in 
darkness and in the shadow of death” 
(Psa. 107:10) will receive the Light of 
the world (John 8:12). “To lighten” 
is eis apokalupsin (“to an unveiling”): 
the veil of ignorance and sin will be 
removed. The “glory” of Israel suggests 
both the Shekinah glory of the ancient 
Temple and the crowning wonder of 
Hebrew Messianic hopes. 


Verse 33—“Joseph and his mother 
marvelled at those things . - we 
“marvel” includes surprise as well as 
wonder. Had Mary possessed the om- 
niscience sometimes attributed to her, 
she would not have “marvelled” at 
Simeon’s words. 

Verse 34.—“Simeon blessed them, and 
said unto Mary .. . this child is set for 
the fall and rising again of many .. . for 
a sign . . . spoken against.” See Isaiah 
7:14; 8:14, 15; Luke 20:18. The incar- 
nation of Christ is a great divide: those 
who reject the Saviour “fall”; those 
who receive Him are raised to newness 
of-life. Throughout our Lord’s min- 
istry He was “spoken against”; He had 
outspoken critics (cf. Heb. 12:3). 


Verse -35.—“A sword shall pierce 
through thy own soul .. . the thoughts 
of many hearts . . revealed.” The 


“sword” here (used in the N.T. only 
here and in Revelation) is the instru- 
ment of barbarians. Mary’s anguish 
is seen, e.g., in John 19:26. Our Lord’s 
teaching and the subsequent preaching 
of the Gospel lay bare the “dialogues” 
(Greek) of men’s hearts (cf. Heb. 4:12). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


God’s Word never fails. His program 
is certain to be fulfilled. His will is 
unalterable. In the greatest event of 
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all time, the incarnation of His dear 
Son, as in the daily affairs of His saints 
through the ages, His promises in Christ 
are yea and Amen. 

The aged Simeon found this to be 
true. He clung to the promises of God 
and found them wondrously fulfilled. 
These promises related to Simeon’s own 
career, and to the nature and effect of 
Christ’s ministry. 

In response to his tenacious, believing 
faith he was permitted to live until 
Messiah was born and to behold the 
infant babe. But he was also allowed 
to interpret Christ’s mission and to 
pierce with unerring discernment into 
the future—to preview the impact of 
that mission upon men. 

The Lord Jesus’ ministry had to do 
with salvation, light, and glory (Luke 
2:30, 32). In the person and atoning 
work of Christ, salvation, prepared for 
all (Luke 2:31), would be marvelously 
achieved. Men lost in sin and far from 
God would be saved, reconciled, and 
brought back to the Father. 

The Light of the world, the Saviour, 
would send forth His _ illuminating 
beams into the darkest, most benighted 
sections of earth that Gentiles, alien 
from God and strangers from the cov- 
enants of promise (Eph. 2:12), might 
see the Light and renounce the black- 
ness of superstition and despair. 

And the Jews, whose recent history 
had been sadly checkered and politi- 
cally and religiously inglorious, would 
find in their incarnate Messiah the glory 
prophetically described by their ancient 
seers. The glory, however, would not 
be theirs again nationally until Messi- 
ah’s earthly career had run its course. 
On earth He would be “spoken against,” 
despised, and rejected. His presence 
would cause a divided reaction. He 
would try men’s hearts and bring them 
to a decision for or against God. Many 
would “fall” and “rise again.” . He 
would come unto His own but His own 
would receive Him not (John 1:11). 
Among those who would suffer because 
of the ill-treatment He would receive 
was Mary, His mother. 

The manifestation of the glory of 
Israel would be postponed by the cru- 
cifixion of her Messiah. But as God’s 
promises are true it will yet become a 
reality when the Lord Jesus returns to 
earth in power and great glory (Rom. 
11: 26-36).

others. Through the faith and integrity 
of such people the pure knowledge of 
God and the hope of Israel were kept 
alive. Through the remnant the “seed 
of the woman” was preserved (Gen. 
3:15; see Rom. 9:27, 29; 11:5). 

The Divisiveness of the Gospel. 
Christ was set for a sign “spoken 
against” (Luke 2:34). Believers gladly 
received Him; others spurned Him. 
The “preaching” [“word,” Greek] of the 
Cross is to them that perish foolishness; 
but unto us which are saved it is the 
power of God” (1 Cor. 1:18). The 
offense of the Cross continues. Calvary 
is a mystery to the natural mind (1 Cor. 
2:9, 14); it makes imperialistic claims 
to exclusiveness (Acts 4:12); it rebukes 
human pride. The Gospel unites be- 
lievers beautifully, but it divides them 
tragically from those who perish. 


Practical Applications 

Personal faith in Christ must be 
matched by trust in His Word and 
yieldedness to His will. The divine 
promises are reliable; then rely upon 
them. It is possible to sing “Standing 
on the promises of God” while tripping 
all over one’s doubts and fears. 

Salvation and glory: ‘tis a beautiful 
combination. Are you saved? Then 
do not postpone your enjoyment of 
glory until you enter the Gloryland. 
Allow the glory of the Lord to stream 
now into your soul, and reflect that 
glory to others (2 Cor. 3:18).

“And, behold, there was a man in 
Jerusalem, whose name was Simeon 

. .” (Luke 2:25).—Whenever the Spirit 
tells us to “behold” a person or thing, 
it is abundantly worth our while to 
look; for the objects He selects are al- 
ways special ones! 

Consider the following, for example: 
“Behold, a virgin shall be with child 
...” (Matt. 1:23). “Behold the Lamb of 
God .. .” (John 1:29). “Behold, now 
is the accepted time; behold, now is the 
day of salvation” (2 Cor. 6:2). “Behold, 
I stand at the door, and knock .. .” 
(Rev. 3:20). 

In our lesson we are exhorted to be- 
hold a very remarkable man named 
Simeon. His name means “hearing” 
(Gen. 29:33). He was true to his name. 
It is evident from what is written of 
him that he took heed as to how he 
heard and what he heard. 

Simeon was not like one man I read 
about recently, who, when dying, called 
for a preacher and said to him, “I have 
never heard a sermon!” The preacher 
was amazed, for he knew the man had 
sat under his preaching again and again. 
Asking the man to explain his remark, 
the man said, “My habit was to review 
the record of last week’s business, as 
soon as you started to speak; and after 
that I anticipated next week’s business 
and sought to plan for it.” 

Simeon was a doer, as well as a 
hearer, of the Word; for he was “just,” 
or righteous in his dealings with his 
fellow men, and he was “devout” to- 
ward God. 

Furthermore, he believed the proph- 
ecies that he heard regarding the com- 
ing of the Messiah; for we are told he 
was “waiting for the consolation of 
Israel.” 

Believers today are to be like him in 
relation to the second advent of the 
Lord Jesus. We should be like the 
Thessalonians, wha “turned to God 
from idols to serve the living and true 


He had long been saved by faith ' 
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God; and to wait for his Son from 
heaven.” 

“... he should not see death, before 

he had seen the Lord’s Christ” (Luke 
2:26).—Jesus had been born in Bethle- 
hem some days before; and the Holy 
Spirit who was upon Simeon revealed 
to him that he would see the Christ be- 
fore he died. 
‘ It is both interesting and profitable 
to notice that the Holy Spirit was upon 
him; and the Holy Spirit revealed to 
him that he was to see the Christ, the 
anointed, the Messiah, and, “he came 
by the Spirit into the temple” at the 
very moment. “when the parents 
brought in the child Jesus, to do for 
him after the custom of the law.” * 

The New Testament was not in ex- 
istence in the days of Simeon, so the 
Spirit gave him direct revelations. 

All believers today are indwelt by 
the Holy Spirit, and are exhorted to 
“be filled with the Spirit” (Eph. 5:18). 
The Spirit uses the Word today and 
guides us into all truth, and shows us 
things to come. He glorifies the Lord 
Jesus Christ (John 16: 13-15). 

The Holy Spirit was said to be “upon” 
Simeon, whereas Paul writing to the 
believers at Corinth says: “the Holy 
Spirit ...is in you” (1 Cor. 6:19, A.S.V.). 
See also John 14:17; Romans 8:11; and 
2 Timothy 1: 14. 

“The importance of the distinction be- 
tween on and in is greater than one 
would at first suppose,” writes Harold 
P. Barker. “By way of illustration, 
think of the contrast between an old- 
fashioned sailing vessel and a modern 
steamer. The sailing vessel is depend- 
ent for its progress on a power coming 
upon it from without. When the wind 
fills its sails, progress is easy and rapid. 
The steamship, on the other hand, is 
driven by a power within, which is 
not intermittent, but constant. The 
wind may blow, the waves may run 
mountain high, but all the time the 
steamer ploughs her way onward, be- 
cause the power that drives her is with- 
in” (“Christ’s Vicar,” out of print). 

“Then took he him up in his arms 
. . -” (Luke 2:28).—Simeon’s act was 
symbolic of our taking the Lord Jesus 
in the arms of faith. “As many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name.” 

“For mine eyes have seen thy salva- 
tion” (Luke 2:30).—The Babe in Sim- 
eon’s arms is the salvation of God. 
This sdlvation is not a church, not a 
creed, not an ordinance, but a person. 
And this salvation was “prepared be- 
fore the face of all people.” 

“A light to lighten the Gentiles .. .” 
(Luke 2:32).—How we should praise

Simeon, on that instant in the Temple, 
led by the Holy Spirit, uttered no less 
than eight prophecies concerning Jesus 
—His life, His ministry, and His death 
—which were literally fulfilled within 
the next few years, and are yet being

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fulfilled. See if you can find them in 
verses 30 to 35 of Luke, second chapter. 

We have space here to deal with only 
one of those prophetic utterances, and 
that all too sparingly, but it alone is 
sufficient for an inspiring lesson. Sim- 
eon said, “Behold, this child is set for 
the fall and rising again of many” 
(v. 34)—the falling of Judas, the rising 

. of Saul of Tarsus (into Paul); the fall- 
ing of the rich young ruler, the rising 
of the demoniac of the Gadarene tombs; 
the falling of Pilate, the rising of the 
dying thief upon the cross; the falling 
of Robert Ingersoll, the rising of D. L. 
Moody; the falling of Hitler, the rising 
of Billy Graham. All along the path- 
way of the Lord Jesus’ ministry and 
down the centuries since, even to now, 
Simeon’s word is being fulfilled in the 
falling and rising of men on account of 
Jesus Christ. 

Paul said, “We preach Christ cruci- 
fied, unto the Jews a stumblingblock, 
and unto the Greeks foolishness” (1 
Cor. 1:23). And Peter said, “Unto you 
therefore which believe he is precious: 
but unto them which be disobedient, 
the stone which the builders disallowed, 
the same is made the head of the cor- 
ner, and a stone of stumbling, and a 
rock of offence, even to them which 
stumble at the word, being disobedient” 
(1 Pet. 2:7, 8). 

People today are dividing themselves 
into two distinct classes: those_who fall 
and those who rise, because of Jesus 
Christ. I know two brothers, now 
grown-up men with families of their 
own. They grew up together in their 
boyhood home with their parents, who 
were earnest Christians and who taught 
them to know Jesus Christ as Saviour, 
friend, companion, and guide. 

But one of the boys broke away. 
The Christian life seemed too exacting, 
too restraining. He wanted to have 
his fling; he wanted to “see life.” 
Christ was an “offence” to him. And 
thus Christ proved to be his stumbling 
block; for oh, how woefully he stum- 
-lied! When he stumbled on the Lord 
Jesus, the Devil picked him up and 
taught him every vice that a young fel- 
low can learn—which means about all 
of them. He married. Pity the girl. 
Pity their little baby. They are on the 
mercy of charitable friends. He is job- 
less. He has shifted from pillar to post. 
His existence is a very miserable one. 
I have not told you half. 

The other boy remained steadfast to 
his vows to Christ. He gave the Lord 
Jesus his life and asked Him to use it. 
He entered the ministry. Not a very 
lucrative business, his brother thought, 
who had plans for a great business 
career. Today the minister is the busy 
and happy pastor of a thriving church. 
He has a comfortable home, a lovely 
wife, and also a little child. They are 
very, very happy, and life is full of 
keenest interest and zest. There is 
evidently a bright future before them.

My Class of Girls

OW many of you have found a child 
whom you can help to read “Stories 
I Can Read Myself About the Lord 
Jesus”? Good. I trust it will be a bless- 
ing to the child and I know the experi- 
ence will make you a better Christian 
worker in the future. 
What must a teacher do before she 


_ can teach anything? (First learn it 


herself.) Right. The first Memory 
Verse in this book tells why Jesus came 
to earth. Let us learn it now: “Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save sin- 
ners” (1 Tim. 1:15). 

It would be a good idea for you to 
read the first story to the child before 
you ask him to read it, to be sure that 
he understands it. Then let him read 
the first paragraph to you. If you are 
helping a first grader read, make him 
a marker from a strip of cardboard 1 
by 4 inches. Show him how to hold the 
marker just below the line he is reading 
so that he can concentrate on it. After 
the child has read the first paragraph, 
ask him to reread the line that tells 
where Jesus lived before he came to 
earth. If he has trouble in finding this, 
show it to him and help him reread it. 

Now let him read the next paragraph. 
This time ask him to reread the line 
that tells what naughty things are 
called. After he has read the last para- 
graph, ask him to reread the line that 
tells where Jesus was born, also the 
line that tells who His mother was. 

The purpose of all this is to call his 
attention to the meaning. Reading is 
the process of getting meaning from 
printed words: So although we will 
give the child both word study and 
phonics, we must never forget that the 
most important thing is that he get the 
meaning of what he reads. This is 
true in studying anything, but most of 
all when learning the truth of God. 

If the child gets tired after reading 
one or two paragraphs; let him stop and 
color the border of the page. He can 
make it all one color, or make a design 
in it, just as he likes. By the time he 
has done that, most likely he will be 
ready to finish the story, especially if 
you tell him that you will put a star at 
the top of the page when he has read it 
all. Put another star by the Memory 
Verse when he has learned that. 

Next encourage the child to draw the 
picture opposite Story 1. Tell him that 
this is a book he will want to keep 
always, so he should make the nicest 
picture he can. Put a star below his 
drawing if he really tried, even if the 
picture is not especially good. Stars 
are a great encouragement to a little 
child when they stand for real effort 
on his part. Before he goes home, turn 
to the middle of the book and show him 
the manger he will cut out and take 
home next time. 


Now let us see what we can learn 


from Luke 2 for our own souls. 
Teachers must continue learning things 
for themselves, or their teaching be- 
comes ineffective.

(That he would not die till 
he had seen Christ.) That wonderful 
promise was given to him because he 
was “just and devout” and looking for 
the coming of Christ, that is what is 
meant by “the consolation of Israel.” 

Now let us read verses 27-35. The 
Holy Spirit led Simeon into the Temple 
at the very time the Holy Child was 
brought in by Mary and Joseph. As 
good old Simeon held the Babe in his 
arms and gazed upon Him, he said to 
God, “Mine eyes have seen thy salva- 
tion.” Everyone who has Christ has 
salvation. 

Now read verses 36-38. A _ godly 
widow “of a great age” came in at that 
instant and likewise gave thanks to 
God for sending Jesus. At the time of 
Christ’s birth, few people were looking 
for Him. All Israel should have been, 
because His coming was foretold in the 
Old Testament Scriptures. But the Sad- 
ducees did not believe God’s Word, and 
the Pharisees were occupied with their 
own importance. However, Simeon and 
Anna, like the shepherds, were looking 
for Him, and they were not disap- 
pointed. 

What honors these aged saints re- 
ceived! Their devotion is recorded in 
God’s eternal Word, and Simeon had 
the high privilege of holding the Babe 
in his arms. 

Our Lord is coming again. Are we 
looking for Him? If we are, we will be 
purifying our ways. Then when He 
comes we will be even happier than 
Simeon and Anna were, when He came 
the first time.

How happy 
Simeon must have been when he heard 
that! But the angels did not announce 
the Lord Jesus’ birth to Simeon. Sim- 
eon did not know there was a new star 
in the sky. In God’s mysterious way, 
however, He led Simeon to go to the 
house of God one day. While he was 
there, two very poor people—a man 
and lady—came to worship God. The 
man had in his arms a tiny baby. ~ The 
woman carried two young birds. They 
were too poor to bring a lamb to offer 
as a sacrifice to God. That was why 
they brought the birds (Lev. 12:7, 8). 
In those long-ago days, every first- 
born son was brought to God’s house 
and presented (or given back) to the 
Lord. Simeon took the baby into his 
arms to pray for Him and for His par- 
ents. Right then: Simeon knew that 
God had kept His promise. For, just 
as Sally had known deep down inside 
her that Mother was home, so that in- 
stant Simeon knew down in his heart 
that he was holding in his arms God’s 
dear Son. God whispered it to him, 
you see, by His Holy Spirit. Simeon 
was a happy man, you may be sure. 
He offered praise at once to God, thank- 
ing Him for having kept His promise; 
thanking Him for having seen with his 
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‘be sure (Luke 2:19, 51).

Early Days in Jesus’ Life 
(Luke 2:25-28a, 39, 40) 


ID your mother keep a baby book 

about you when you were little? 
(Perhaps the teacher can borrow sev- 
eral, and read some incidents that will 
not embarrass the children concerned. 
Or ask a couple of mothers to be pres- 
ent to tell anecdotes. If these are 
mothers who do not attend church, you 
may be building a bridge to their in- 
terest as well!) ‘ 

Did Mary keep a baby book of the 
Lord Jesus’ baby days? No, but she 
kept the stories in her heart, you may 
I like to imag- 
ine Luke—you remember he got his 
stories from eyewitnesses and traced 
everything back to the very first (1:2, 
3)—taking a trip to find Mother Mary, 
now an old lady in her eighties, and 
listening to her tell about the days 
when Jesus, the Son of God, was her 
little boy. 

Mary did not have any photographs 
of her little son, either. But I have 
made a baby book for Him. (Show a 
scrapbook with pictures mounted, one 
to a page with the Bible reference: 
nativity—Luke 2:1-7; visit of shepherds 
—Luke 2:8-19; Simeon and Anna—Luke 
2:25-38; Wise Men—Matt. 2:1-12; flight 
into Egypt—Matt. 2:13-16; child in car- 
penter’s shop—Matt. 2:19-23; Luke 2: 
40. Include also Jesus in the Temple 
at the age of twelve—Luke 2:41-51. 
Old Scripture calendars are a source 
of pictures.) And you are to tell the 
stories! (If any story is unfamiliar, 
ask the class to close their eyes, picture 
Luke or Matthew telling it, while the 
teacher reads it.) 

Did you notice one difference from 
your baby stories? Nothing cute or 
brilliant that the little Lord Jesus said 
or did is told. Isn’t that strange? Only 
what others did or said when they 
learned who He was. How did they 
learn? From God Himself! (Review 
ways.) And some, like Anna—and us 
—learned from them. 

He grew as you boys and girls grow. 
“And the child grew, and waxed strong 
in spirit, filled with wisdom: and the 
grace of God was upon him” (Luke 
2:40, Memory Verse). He was like an 
ordinary boy, but there was no sin in 
His heart as there is in ours. And He 
did not let any creep in, and what is 
More He can take away your sin be- 
Cause He died for you! Are you grow- 
ing up: like Him? (Review points in 
the Memory Verse.) 
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Did the young Jesus Himself know 


who He was? There is only one story 
of Him as a big boy. (Show that pic- 
ture and have the story told.) Perhaps 
He was dreaming of starting His work 
as God’s Son and leaving home and its 
duties. But no—back home it was for 
Him, as well as for you—to the same 
old tasks! And obediently He went, to 
keep on growing up (Luke 2:52). 

Did you move your bookmark along 
in the story Book you are reading? (Let 
each report progress, and encourage 
others to start. Mark is easiest for 
children.) Unless one is being used to 
keep your place, move the Matthew and 
Luke bookmarks to Luke chapter 2, 
the stories of the young Jesus. 

Do you like to take trips in the car? 
Let us make a map of the Lord Jesus’ 
trips as a baby and boy—not by car, 
but by donkey and on foot. (Draw on 
paper of a size to mount in the scrap- 
book the curve of the Mediterranean 
coast to Egypt, and locate approximately 
Nazareth in Galilee, Jerusalem, and 
Bethlehem in Judea. With different 
colors of crayon have pupils trace each 
trip mentioned in the stories.)

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Thomas says, that if we are bound to 
help our neighbours who are alive, we 
are also bound to remember them when 
dead. Those holy souls are suffering 
pains which exceed all the sufferings of 
this life; and nevertheless are in the 
greatest necessity, since they cannot 
possibly help themselves Let us 
then endeavor to succour these holy 
souls, either by having masses said for 
them they will show themselves 
grateful by obtaining great graces for 
us, not only when they reach Heaven, 
if they arrive there sooner through our 
prayers, but also in purgatory” (see 
“Preparation for Death,” p. 444). 

How does it happen that these “holy 
souls.in purgatory” can obtain “great 
graces” for those, out of purgatory, who 
pay to have masses said for them, but 
they cannot help themselves, or obtain 
graces as applicable to themselves. Well, 
why not? The Roman Church has the 
answer; she has arranged everything 
to suit herself. Souls in purgatory have 
no negotiable securities and currency 
to pay for masses, therefore, as Liguori 
says, “they cannot possibly help them- 
selves.” On the other hand, the sur- 
viving relatives likely have the means 
to pay for masses, therefore the burden 
of responsibility is on them! 

“And Jesus went into the temple of 
God, and cast out all them that sold 
and bought in the temple, and over- 
threw the tables of the moneychangers 
. .. and said unto them, It is written, 
My house shall be called the house of 
prayer; but ye have made it a den of 
thieves” (Matt. 21:12, 13). “Forasmuch 
as ye know that ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things, as silver and 
gold ... but with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blemish 
and without spot” (1 Pet. 1:18, 19). 
“Blessed are the dead which die in the 
Lord” (Rev. 14:13).

And then His cross—I know He didn't 
have sins—the teacher says my sins 
nailed Him there. She says Jesus died 
for me.” Off Yosefu ran to round up 
the straying goats and then lay down 
on the grass to rest. Looking up, up 
into the blue sky he thought: “Jesus is 
up there praying for me. He is praying 
that I will leave my sins and come to 
His cross to be made clean by His 
blood.” Sighing a big sigh, the boy on 
the grass thought, “Would I, could I 
dare to.take the way of the Lord when 
I know my father would not like it?” 
By showering pebbles this way and 
that the lad guided his goats safely into 
the kraal for the night and then sat 
down to his supper of brown beans, 
But sometimes serious or sad thoughts 
keep boys from eating much, and 
Yosefu found he wasn’t hungry. There 
were no lights in the hut and so bed- 
time came right after supper. He 
crawled onto his animal-hide bed along 
with the rest of the family. The goats 
and chickens on the other side of the 
partition finally were quiet and all the 
family were asleep. And why was 
Yosefu awake for such a long time? 
He was counting the cost of becoming 
a Christian: there would be his father 
and the heathen men who would jeer 
and make things hard for him, and 
there would be the heathen neighbor 
boys who would make fun of him and 
call him “that Jesus boy.” Was it worth 
it, after all? Then the pleading eyes of 
Jesus on the cross seemed to draw him 
again, and a sweet voice came close 
saying, “Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are. heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.” We cannot wonder then 
that soon Yosefu decided, in his heart, 
“Tomorrow I will come to Jesus.” With 
that decision made, he soon fell asleep 
and did not awaken until the cock be- 
gan to crow. 


After his meager bean breakfast 
Yosefu started off for school. Just as 
he rounded the hut to make his way to 
the gate he spied the hollowed-out log 
trough used for the fermenting of ba- 
nana mash used in Congo beer. Im- 
mediately he said to himself, “If I be- 
come a Christian I cannot drink beer 
any more, and then what will my father 
do?” He was soon to find out! 


That day at school Yosefu did come 
to Jesus with all of his sin and need, 
and Jesus did just what He promised 
to do—He gave him rest from his guilt 


On the homeward trail that night 
song after song went floating out over 
the air because the young student's 
heart.was so happy. Little did he real- 
ize what awaited him at home. 


The cooking pot set on three stones 
in the kraal (hut) was steaming and 4 
bean supper was all ready for the 
family. After all had eaten, the tall 
father suddenly stretched himself and 
called, “Now let’s all drink this freshly 
made beer. It is just right.” Yosefu’s 
heart began to pound. He had never 
dared to disobey his father in anything 
before. “But, Father, I became a Chris- 
tian today. Jesus wants to live in us

and He needs a clean house to live in 
because He is holy and pure. Please 
excuse me.” 

With anger-inflamed eyes the father 
glared at his son, and then reached for 
aleather whip. The cruel blows rained 
down on the body of the helpless boy 
until “Little Christian” feared he would 
die with pain. At last he crawled away 
into the hut and tossed in pain all night. 
The next day the cruel father tied his 
hands together and whipped and 
whipped. “Even if you kill me, I know 
Iam saved and I am not going to drink 
beer any more,” the suffering boy gasped. 
Disgusted the father threw down the 
whip and walked away. With groans 
Yosefu crept into the hut to nurse his 
bruises. The next day the whipping 
was just as hard and long as before but 
Yosefu looked to Jesus for strength. 
For a whole week the whippings con- 
tinued, but after that the father saw 
there was no use. No more invitations 
to beer-drinking after that week. Won- 
derful freedom! 

Like the Bible Joseph this African 
Joseph could well exclaim, “But as for 
you, ye thought evil against me; but 
God meant it unto good, to bring to 
pass, as it is this day, to save much 
people alive” (Gen. 50:20). Yosefu 
went to school through five grades and 
then there were no more grades for 
him to go to so he began to teach in 
mission school. At first he had thirty 
children, but then God sent more and 
more until he had eighty under his 
teaching. One day he told his pupils: 
"You are always repenting and then 
sinning at home and then repenting 
again. You must learn to endure pun- 
ishment, if it comes.” Then he told 
them of his terrible whippings, “No man 
tan whip harder than my father can,” 
he said, “but since I became a Christian 
Ihave never turned back from follow- 
ing Jesus. I want you pupils to be 
Steadfast.” 

No wonder that Yosefu was able by 
God’s help to win all of his scholars to 
Christ!

LTHOUGH the recent events that 
have occurred in the Near East 
could not have been foreseen when this 
topic was chosen—perhaps more than a 
year ago—they should certainly lend in- 
terest to its consideration at this time. 
The rise of President Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser of Egypt and his evident ambitions 
to become a dictator over all the Arab 
nations by means of the new United 
Arab Republic, and his readiness to 
seek and accept counsel and help from 
Moscow’s Nikita Khrushchev has com- 
plicated the already difficult relation- 
ships between the various nations in the 
Near East. This aréa has many times 
in the past been the arena in which 
great nations have struggled for world 
domination, and God’s Word shows that 
if will yet be the scene of a great strug- 
gle before the Lord returns. 
ye 
The Near East is generally understood 
to include Afghanistan, Iran, Turkey, 
Syria and Lebanon, Iraq, Israel and 
Jordan, and the Arabian Peninsula. 
With exception of Syria, Lebanon, and 
Israel, the chief religion of these coun- 
tries is Mohammedanism. Israel is, of 
course, Jewish, and Syria and Lebanon 
have some Catholics of the Eastern Or- 
thodox Church. There is a small num- 
ber of Christians (Armenians) in Iran 
(formerly Persia) and in Iraq.

Many hours of debate in the United 
Nations have gotten nowhere, and ef- 
forts are now being made to arrange a 
summit conference between Russia, the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France. However, the United States 
and Great Britain are insisting that 
such a meeting shall be under the con- 
trol of the United Nations while Russia 
is trying to by-pass the United Nations 
and to bring in some of her puppet 
nations and possibly India and Red 
China. Whatever will be the outcome 
of all of this is not yet clear, but access 
to and control of the rich oil resources 
of the Near East is the rich prize that 
is in view. 





However, our interest in the Near 
East, as a Christian young people’s 
group, should be the spreading of the 
Gospel in these lands rather than the 
political events that are occurring 
just now. There is a relationship be- 
tween the two, however, for the send- 
ing of missionaries and their freedom to 
preach the Gospel in the Near East may 
be affected by the political relationship 
between the United States and these 
lands.

Work among Moslem peoples is very 
discouraging, and definite results re 
often slow in appearing. However, un- 
der the Great Commission given in the 
Scripture text chosen for this topic, 
difficulty cannot be used as an excuse 
for failure to evangelize the Near East. 
“All the world” and “every creature” 
in Acts 1:8 does not exclude the Near 
East. What is more, the time may be 
very short for further missionary effort 
in some of these Near East lands.

Pray for those missionaries who are 
already proclaiming the Gospel in the 
Near East, and pray the Lord of the 
harvest that He may thrust forth addi- 
tional laborers into the harvest before 
it is too late. However great may be 
the need of some of these lands for fi- 
nancial assistance and for protection 
from those who would exploit their re- 
sources, the greatest need-of their peo- 
ples is a real knowledge of a Savieur 
who can lift them out of their sin and 
dissension. Their hope lies not in the 
United Nations, but in the One that the 
United Nations chooses to ignore, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who came to this 
earth that these and all peoples might 
have life through belief in Him, and 
might have it more abundantly.
